Courts • • • do not sit to hear claims of
factual or legal error by an arbitrator as an
appellate court does in reviewing decisions
':)f lower cC\urts. To resolve disputes about
the application of a collective bargaining
agreement, an arbitrator must find facts and
a court may not reject those findings simply
because it disagrees with them. The same is
true of the arbitrator's interpretation of
the contract. The arbitrator may not ignore
the plain language of the contract: but the
parties having authorized tfte arbitrator to
give meaning to the language of the
agreement, a court should not reject an award
on the ground that the arbitrator misread the
contract.

While EZ Communicat~ons argues that the arbitrator
'. .

exceeded his authority in issuing the award, we find that

plaintiff is in fact seeking a review of the merits of the award

which was based on a reasonable-interpretation of the contract.

~ at 36. The arbitrator properly interpreted the contract and

applied that interpretation to the facts presented. If we were

to second guess his reasonable construction, we would exceed our

WHEREFORE, Plaintiff, Liz Randolph, demands compensatory

damages against Defendants James Richards and EZ Communications,

Inc., both jointly and severally, in excess of Twenty Thousand

($20,000.00) Dollars, interest and costs.

47. Defendants, Banana Don and Jim Quinn, by their

intentional, reckless, malicious or negligent conduct as stated

in paragraphs 35 and 39, said paragraphs of which are

incorporated herein by reference as if fully set forth herein,

gave publicity to the false statements which they uttered as

detailed in paragraphs 35 and 39. Defendants Banana Don and Jim

Quinn's highly offensive conduct has resulted in Plaintiff

suffering tremendous wage loss which is continuing and could

continue indefinitely, mental anguish, humiliation, pain and

suffering and anxiety, panic attacks, severe headaches,

sleeplessness and nausea.

WHEREFORE, Plaintiff, Liz Randolph, demands compensatory

damages against Defendants, Banana Don, Jim Quinn and EZ

Communications, Inc., jointly and severally in excess of Twenty

Thousand ($20,000.00) Dollars plus punitive damages, interest and

costs.
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
